Classrooms 


The place—Pittsburgh, Pa. 

The time—mid-morning of a 
school day. 

The scene— 
the fifth grade 
classrooms in 
some 30 - odd 
schools. 

The shades 
are down in 
each room. Be- 
fore each class 
is a 24-inch 
television _ set. 
As pupils are 
settled in their 

seats a teacher, or aide, in each 
room checks her watch, turns 
on the set. The light glows. A 
sentence on the screen reads: 
“30 seconds.’’ Each child takes 
a last look . .. arithmetic book, 
paper and pencil are ready. 

On the screen a teacher ap- 
pears. She begins by telling 
them what the problem will be. 
She explains it. Then she turns 
the blackboard and 
writes the example on it. 


At the same instant in 
many schools, miles apart, 
children begin to work at 
problem. The teacher waits the 
proper time—exactly as do 
teachers in the classrooms— 
and then turns to the board. 
*‘Now, follow me as I work it,”’ 
she requests. The’ children 
watch. When she has done and 
the answer is there, she asks: 
*‘How many had it right?” 

*‘Good,’’ she says, knowing, 
from experience, most did. 

Also, she knew that if any of 
the children needed help the 
supervising aide, or classroom 
teacher was there to supply it. 


Subjects 

The same scene is re-enacted 
each day. French, reading and 
arithmetic are taught by three 
really expert teachers, carefully 
chosen not merely for ability 
but personality as well. 

Astonishing developments have 
been noted. In the first place, 
the teaching is not at all imper- 
sonal, as originally feared. Sec- 
ondly, the children actually pay 
closer attention. Perhaps it is 
because the shades are drawn 
and each room is in semi-dark- 
ness. The lighted face of the 
screen psychologically holds at- 
tention. But whatever the rea- 
sons, results are good. 

There are by-products. In ad- 
dition to the 16 schools in the 
project, some 20 additional 
schools are using the television 
instruction. Many housewives 
who had studied French in col- 
lege tune in at home for “re- 
fresher’’ courses. Mothers are 
‘taking’ French with their chil- 
dren and practicing the phrases 
with them. 

It is the same with “reading.” 
Once a Pittsburgh baseball play- 
er was brought to the screen. A 
baseball story was the lesson of 
the day. Interest aroused in the 
reading was tremendously en- 
hanced by seeing and hearing 
the ‘‘real’’ player on the screen. 
Anv visiting celebrity in the 
field of poetry or literature is 
asked to appear—and likes do- 
ing it. It makes the subject come 
alive and takes it out of the rather 
dismal stuff that has been put into 
some fifth grade readers.

Experiment 

It is. of course, a bold, new 
experiment. But as broadcast 
by WQED, the Educational Tel- 
evision Station of the Pittsburgh 
schools, certain Allegheny Coun- 
ty schools and several independ- 
ent systems in the area have 
been “using it with increasing 
eagerness and appreciation. The 
Board now plans an additional 
subject for next year. 

The Board also proposes to 
offer a high school physics 
course over television. There 
is a shortage of all teachers, 
but it is especially acute in the 
field of science. One master 
teacher, with classroom aides, 
could instruct daily in as Many 
schoools as wished to prepare 
the necessary equipment. Fi- 
nanced by the Mellon Trust, 
which provided the equipment, 
and the Fund for the Advance- 
ment of Educatioa, which sup- 
ports the teaching, the results 
so far have indicated that with 
more experience television in- 
struction can be widely incor- 
porated as a regular feature of 
many school programs. 

Indeed, there is no longer any 
doubt but that television will 
have a prominent place in edu- 
cation of the future. It is prov- 
ing to be more and more a 
versatile instrument. Without 
question, it can be used to teach 
‘‘lessons’’ and to create a con- 
cept of values. The Pittsburgh 
pilot experiment, bold and pro- 
ductive, will provide a national 
blueprint for what we so glibly 
refer to as ‘‘the know how.”

In the mail is a note from Mrs. Henry M. Bird 
of Bowdon. Whenever her name comes into my 
mind, which is frequently, I breathe a praye! 


thanking God that He made such a one as she and that she took an 
interest in-me at just the particular time that she did. 


We lived in Bowdon during my 


Those are probably the most 


crucial years in the life of a boy 
because just then is he big enough 
to slip out from under parental 
control and he may turn in most 
any direction. A 15-year-old boy 
wants action and adventure and 
sometimes that desire leads him 
into the wrong paths. It easily 
could have happened to me. 

In those years Mrs. Bird was 
the leader of our young people's 
group at the church. I have 
thought often of how much time 
she gave to us. With her husband 
she operated a department store. 
She had her own home and her 
responsibilities there. She was 
very active in all civic and com- 
munity affairs, although she was 
not a strong woman physically. 

She would teach a Sunday school 
class in the mornings and then 
meet with our group on Sunday 
nights. She came to know us indi- 
vidually and to make us feel that 
she loved us and was _ interested

One Sunday night, without any 
previous notice, she called on me 
to pray. Nobody had ever called 
on me to pray in public before.

OAKLAND, Calif., Feb. 12 (#—The city jail today 
breakfast of cornmeal mush, coffee, toast and peaches.

Dixie’s White Colleges 


Negroes 


By United Press 
More than 500 Negroes have enrolled in formerly 
all-white state-supported colleges and universities from | 
Texas to Virginia with the marked exception of the| 


sternly pro-segregated deep South stretching from the ' 
Mississippi River to the Atlantic Coast. 


It was in this four-state section 
of Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia 
and South Carolina, 


which almost 
half of the South’s Negroes call 
home, that violent demonstrations 
accompanied the first attempts by 
a Negro student to attend classes 
at a state institution of higher 
learning. 


FIRST OPPOSITION 


And it was in those four states 
that the first organized opposition 


> , . ' , , 
‘arose to the U. S. Supreme Court's 
‘ban on public school segregation — 


an edict which also aided the re- 
moval of college and university 
racial bars. 

Seven states bordering that one- 
time ‘‘cradle of the confederacy’’ 
have accepted Negroes in state - 
‘supported colleges with little fan- 
fare. An eighth state, Florida, has 
| never accepted Negroes but oppo- 
isition has not been as outspoken. 
| The Florida Board of Control has 
isent out 62,000 questionnaires in an 
leffort to learn how students, facul- 
ty, alumni and parents would re- 
spond to mixed classes at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, Florida State 
and all-Negro Florida A&M. 


350 IN LOUISIANA 


| A survey showed Sunday that 
| Louisiana, surprisingly enough, has 
}enrolled more Negroes in white col- 
‘leges and universities than any 
other state,in Dixie with more than 
350 taking graduate and under 
graduate courses. 

Texas has more than 100 en- 
‘rolled. Negroes are well represent- 
ed at both Kentucky and Arkansas 
schools and in the last states to 
bow to the Supreme Court decree, 
ten have entered the University of 
North Carolina, 17 in several Vir- 
ginia colleges, and two (part-time) 
in Austin Peay State College in 
Tennessee, 

In those seven states, there has 
been none of the racial rioting 


which marked the entrance of Au-

In Texas, Mrs. I. E. L. Sephas, 
a student at North Texas State, 
said that ‘‘everybody has been won- 
derful to me. In every class, I 
have been fully accepted as an- 
other student.’’ 

Six graduate students attend 
classes at Southern Methodist 
where dean of students Mayne 
Longnecker said they appear to be 
‘carefully chosen, well accepted 
and assimilated and the relation- 
ship between them and their class- 
mates is a pleasant one.’’ 

All state supported colleges in 
Virginia, with the exception of 
three teacher schools for girls, 
have accepted Negroes at one time 
or another and Lester Banks, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Virginia 
NAACP said, ‘‘Things have been so 
quiet, I haven't checked since Oc- 
‘tober.’ 

\“NOT A NOVELTY” 

Negro students were described 
as “‘not a novelty”’ at the Universi- 
ty of Arkansas by W. J. Good, 
essistant to the president. 

“They have been here for years 
and and there has never 
been any trouble over the matter.’’ 

The University of North Carolina 
admitted its first three Negro un- 
dergraduates last fall, bowing to 
a federal court order.

PANCAKE DAY FALLS ON VALENTINE’S 


Follow a Cardboard Pattern to Cut Pancakes Heart-Shaped for Shrove Tuesday 


You Can Put Heart in Pancakes 


By JEANNE HIGGINS 

You gotta have hearts come 
Shrove Tuesday. This year it 
falls on Valentine’s Day. And it's 
the first time since 1899 that the 
two have fallen on the same day. 

During the 18th Century Shrove 
Tuesday fell on Feb. 14 only five 
times—in 1804, 1809, 1888, 1893 
and 1899. 

Shrove Tuesday is tomorrow 
and it’s the day of feasting and 
merry-making that precedes Ash 
Wednesday, the opening day of 
Lent. 

PANCAKES 

It is the day of shrift or con- 
fession in preparation for the 
great fast to last until Easter 
Sunday. 

One social custom survives 
everywhere in celebration of 
Shrove Tuesday—the serving of 
pancakes in Catholic and Episco- 
pal homes. The day originally 
was called Fat Tuesday or some- 
times Pancake Tuesday. 

There are lots of new things 
in pancakes, but the sweetest of 
this season are vanilla-flavored 
and heart-shaped to go along 
with the sentiment of Valentine's 
Day. 

PATTERN 


And it takes much less than 
a heart-shaped griddle to get the 
cakes in shape. Just a cardboard 
pattern will do it. 

Cut the pattern the size you 
want. Pour enough batter on the 
griddle to make a‘heart the size 
of the pattern. And shape the hot 
cakes by following the pattern 
with a sharp knife. 

The topping is a vanilla-flav- 
ored caramel syrup. Serve with 
bacon, ham or sausage for a 
Shrove Tuesday luncheon or sup- 
per that’s bound to be near to 
your heart, 

VANILLA PANCAKES
